ET TER S from Toulon confirm, thar 
the Fleet commanded by Admiral Leake 
was driven in Sight of Minorce by tem- 
peftuous Weather. Thata fmal) French 
Privateer took a little Tranfport be- 
longing to that Fleet, having on board fome Officers, 
19 Troopers, 15 Edorfes, and 3 Mules; and that 3 
other Veffels having Foot-Soldiers on board, pur 
back 10 Genoa. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Aug. 16. 
Genoa, July 28. The Confederace Ficet had pret- 
ty Stormy Winds near the Jflands of Hieres; yet 
no Veffel fuffer’d any Damage, only fome Tranfports 
with Horles were forc’'d to drive before the Wind 
towards Majorca and Minorca: 3 Tran{ports with 
Hoifes put into Calviin the Ifland of Corfica. The 
ret of the Fleet held their Way to Caffa-Salo , 
in Catalonia, where the Forces were de- 
fign'd to land. 10 Frigates and 10 Galleys are fit- 
ting out at Toulon. “fhe Scotch Count Hamilton, 
fiild hence in a Veffel to overtake the Fleet; and 
going afhore in Provence near the Iflands Hieres; 
wis fallen upon and taken Prifoner by the Peafants 5 
but the Vettel with his Baggage is come back hither. 


Beil, Aug. 6. Letters from Genoa of the 29:h of 
lift Month, fay an Exprefs was arriv’d there in 9 
Days from Barcelona, which confirm’d that the 
Queen of Spain arriv’d there the 19th in good 
Health; the Ship the was in and 4 others being 
eparated from the#leet in hard Weather.

Horte, and 8850 Foot: A Detachment which be 
piac'd in Ambufh near Cervera, fell upon and roured 
too Spanifh Horfe. A Detachment of Por:ugueic 
having mace an Irruption into the Country of Nic- 
bla, penetrated as far as Gibralcon, and retreated 
with avery great Booty. Letters from Grenobie 
of the 7ib, fay the Marfhal de Villars was marca’d 
towards Briancon, to difpate the paffage of the 
Alpes with the Duke of Savoy, who had {fuddenly 
turn’d his March that Way from Mauricane; and 
that General Medavi is following him through che 
Valley of Maurienne. An Expreis that left Greno- 
ble the 9th, has brought the King an Accounr, that 
the Count d’ Artagnan has potle(s’d himfelf of the 
Col de Laurerei, and that, “twas hop’d the Enemy 
would be ftopp'd there. 

Leipfick, Aug. 11. The 9th we receiv’d a particu- 
Jar Account of a Battle fought between the Mu{oo- 
vites and Swedes near Stolowzyn ; importing, that 
the Swedes attack’d the Mutcovites in their In- 
trenchiments ; that the Mufcovitcs defended them- 
felves vigoroufly ; that the Fight lafted from early 
in the Morning till Noon, bur that the Swedes 
broke in at laft, and made a great Siaughrer among 
their Enemies ; that the Princes Repin and Galeczin, 
as alfo the Generals Campen and Hensky, were 
kiil’d ; and that the Swedith General Wrangel was 
kill’d, with the greateft Parc ot his Regiment. They 
write from Koningsberg that the Mufcovites loft 
15000 Men in this Action. °Tis faid, that after 
this Victory, the King of Sweden proceeded for 
Mofcow. The Saxon Horfe hold themfelves in a 
Readynefs to March. 

From the Imperial Head-Quarters at Muhblberg, 
Aug. 11. Deferters, who come over to us daily 
from the Enemy, agree that a Detachment of the 
EleGtor of Bavaria’s Army is {ent to Dauphine ; bur 
thar this Detachment being not of whole Re- 
giments, but drawn out of feveral Corps, they can- 
not rightly tell their Number, The Yroops fenr 
from hence towards the Brifgaw, under the com- 
mand of Count Mercy, are come back : They bave 
been over the Rhine,and burnt 21 Villagesin the Ene- 
my’s Country. Phe Enemy's Army being much weak- 
ned, as well by the foremention’d Detachment, as 
by the great Defertion of their Men, ( for within a 
very litle Time 2000 are reckon’d to be come over) 
is the Opinion of many that our Army will {pee- 
dily pafs the Rhine. 

Spiers, Aug. 11. °Tis talk’d thatthe French Ar- 
my will return to their Lines, becaufe their Men 
defert fo faft. Tis slfo faid, thac the Allies will 
fend up a Bridge of Boats to Schrek, and pafs the 
Rhine there.
